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Thanks, But No Thanks! 

Aruba & Curasao is returning the 
more than 80 physicians and health 
care providers who had come to the 
islands from The United States of 
America earlier this week. The reason 
for this is that a healthcare provider 
within the group has tested positive 
for corona. 



The care providers are paid by the 
Netherlands. The decision to return 
them was made in consultation with 
the Netherlands, according to the 
Curasao Minister of Health, Suzanne 
Camelia-Romer. The medical 
personnel who have been sent to 
Aruba, more than twenty men, will 
also be returned. They were on the 
same plane as the "Curasao" group. 


The health care workers work for an 
American agency that provides 
medical service abroad. The 
Netherlands has supplied medical 
equipment for the corona control to 
the Caribbean countries of the 
Kingdom. This group also took care of 
employees who would stay on the 
islands for a minimum of 45 and a 
maximum of 90 days. Before that, 
they had to be quarantined for 14 
days.. 


The female healthcare provider had 
already tested positive in early April, 
but no longer showed any symptoms. 
Before the flight she was tested again, 
but she took the plane without 
waiting for the test results. That test 
again proved positive.

Aruban Ministers To Cut 
Salaries By 20%. 

ORANJESTAD (ANP) - The Aruban 
government will reduce the salaries of 
all ministers by 20 percent 
immediately until the end of the year. 
Civil servant salaries are cut by a total 
of 12.6 percent. In addition, no one in 
the public service may earn more than 
130 percent of the salary of the Prime 
Minister, the so-called beams 
standard, which is called "Weaver- 
Croesnorm" in Aruba. 


Aruba has consulted with all unions in 
recent days, a majority support the 
plans. The country has hardly any 
money left due to the corona crisis. 
Government revenues have fallen by 
80 percent and it remains to be seen 
how long it will still be able to pay out 
health care, pensions and civil 
servants' salaries. 


In early April, Aruba received a loan 
of 42.8 million Aruban florins (over 
21 million euros) from the 
Netherlands, while it hoped for a gift 
of 400 million Aruban florins (200 
million euros). In a letter to the 
unions, Prime Minister Evelyn Wever- 
Croes writes that the Netherlands first 
demands a sobriety action from the 
government before Aruba can qualify 
for a new "soft loan". In addition, it is 
also looking for opportunities to 
borrow money in America..
